SCHOOL KEPOKT. 


CITIZENS OF NEW LONDON: In submitting our report, we rec- 
ognize the loss to the board of our chairman, Prof. F. J Peaslee, be- 
fore the opening of the fall schools. | An enthusiastic and successful 
instructor, he had the ability to inspire and stimulate our teachers, 
and his removal is a great loss to the school interests of the town. 
The vacancy was filled by the appointment of Mr. E A Jones. 
Your committee have endeavored to carry out the plan outlined at 
the beginning of the school year. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Last year, the school] house in the Hill Division was thoroughly 
repaired and re-seated, and at Low Plain new seats were put in. 
This year, the rooms at Scytbeville and Low Plain have been put in 
good condition. At Burpee Hill, repairs have been made, making a 
very comfortable room, with the exception of the old desks. ‘The 
school room in th West Division needs thorough renovation. With 
new desks at Burpee Hill and the West. our school rooms will be in 
suitable condition for the comfort of our teachers and scholars, To 
confine our children, six hours « day, for one hundred and thirty-five 
days in a year, on the uncomfortable benches that have been in all 
our schoo] rooms, and now remain in two, is not advisable. All the 
school houses need painting. 
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SCHOOLS. 

In the spring it was thought best to discontinue the school on 
Pleasant Street, and an arrangement was made for the pupils of that 
section, in the Hill Division. Six schools have been maintained, giv- 
ing, as nearly as possible, equal school advantages to the different 
parts of the town. 

Agreeably to a 1ecent law, requiring the study of Physiology in 
the common schools of the state, an elementary text bouok in this 
branch was introduced. Some of our teachers entered upon the 
work with marked enthusiasm, and the amount accomplished in this 
study, throughout the town, is gratifying. 

In many of our schools, for the last two terms, general exercises 
in the rapid combination of numbers have been made prominent; in 
some cases with marked results 

The amount of writte work for the past year has been large. 
Written examinations that were begun last year have been continued. 
No method secures more accuracy and definiteness than this. 

The etfort to secure better classification has been continued. 
When a teacher, with only fifteen or eighteen pupils, is obliged to 
call out thirty classes in the six hours, it leaves little time for the 
work of teaching. It is possible, even in our mixed schools, to aim 
at a classification that shall give the teacher an opportunity to do 
more than simply hurry through the recitation. 

A serious hindrance to the success of our schools lies in the mat 
ter of tardiness. An energetic teacher can do much to correct this 
evil, yet the difficulty is in tne home. By referring to the table of 
statistics, it will be seen that some parts of the town furnished more 
than their share. With all the advantages of early schodls and a 
favorable winter, we have over three hundred and fifty tardy marks, 
nearly a hundred more than last year. Irregular attendance and long 
absence from school have a marked effect on the scholarship and dis- 
cipline. The pupil who is absent fora day, only, must lose some- 
thing, and he thus becomes a drag on the rest of his class. 

It is the purpose of your committee to secure permanency among 
teachers. Some have continued their work successfully, in the same 
school, for a series of terms; otbers have resigned, much to our re- 
gret. 

We note an improvement in methods among some of our teach- 
ers. They are becoming less and less confined to the text book dur- 
ing recitation, are getting nearer to their pupils, and learning more 
of child life, its needs, its possibilities, and how to give inspiration 
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and guidance. They are learning that telling is NOT teaching, and 
that mere memorized recitations do not produce the best develop- 
ment. The teacher makes the school. The strength of discipline, 
the thorougness of training, the attractiveness of the work, must all 
come from her. She must possess sound ‘‘common sense,” great 
self-control and tact in dealing with children. Above all, her heart 
must be in her work; she must be no mere wage-earner, but one 
who works with a devotion that springs from a sense of the respon- 
sibility that rests upon her. Added to these qualities. must be a suf- 
ficient preparation for the work—an education broader than the 
ground she is to teach. There should ‘e a familiarity with the prin- 
ciples and methods of teaching, and a knowledge of the highest kind 
of school government, with the ability to create it. It is easy to se- 
cure twenty who will underiake a given school, but the finding of 
one true teacher is no small matter. 

We wish to urge upon teachers and those who contemplate the 
work of teaching, the value of attending teachers’ institutes held in 
the different counties under. the direction of the State Superintend: nt 
of Public Instruction. The law provides that a teacher may attend 
three days in any term or five days in one year and no deduction be 
made in wages for such absence. 

In closing, we wish, especially, to acknowledge the conscientious 
and efficient work of many of our teachers, and the readiness they 
have shown in carrying out any suggestions made to increase the 
value of their instruction. We recognize the general willingness 
among the parents, to assist in the matter of classification. We can 
not urge too strongly upon tke patrons the importance of frequently 
visiting the school room, and that every effort be made to improve 
the comfort of the pupils and raise our school work to the highest 
possible grade. _
